States Army has carried out a building | 


yeration unparalleled in the history of 
wy nation. 

In terms of facilities it represents 50 
major Camps and cantonments, 28 recep- 
tion centers, 19 replacement centers, 52 
arbor defenses, 18 air corps projects, 68 
housing facilities, 33 miscellaneous troop 
wusing projects, 9 general hospitals, 45 
ordnance and munitions plants, 10 chemi- 
val warfare plants, 21 storage depots and 
%seattered projects of various types. 

In terms of speed, it represents the most 
remarkable achievement in rapid large 
sale construction in the annals of this or 
any other army. It exceeds the record 
of 1917-1918. 

One year ago this July, 1941, the actual 
strength of the Regular Army was but 
0,000 men. That of the National Guard 
was but 225,000. There was not enough 
adequate housing for even these two small 
groups. 

The total strength of the Army today is 
approximately 1,400,000 officers and men. 
On July 1, new construction had been pro- 
vided for over 1,200,000 or 250,000 more 
troops than had moved in. 

In other words, the new American Army 
las been housed in new, modern construc- 
tion, in considerably less than a year’s 
time. That part of the job has been done 
and the Army may be proud of it. No 
other portion of the national defense pro- 
tram has moved any faster, if as fast. 

The same may be said of the ordnance 
iid munitions phase of the emergency 
construction program. Some of these pro- 
duction facilities are already in operation, 
with assembly lines turning out tanks, 
rifles, powder and ammunition for the use 
of the greatly expanded Army. Working 
inder extra shifts, other ordnance proj- 
ts will anticipate their original com- 
lletion schedule. Within the next few 
Weeks the first shell-loading plants will be- 
“in production. The Army has been housed 
ind the Quartermaster Corps is equally 
letermined to do its part in constructing 
facilities for the manufacture and storage 
of ammunition.

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Service Pay Increase 


A bonus of $10 a month was assured 
to every enlisted man who serves in the 
Army of the United States for more than 
a year when President Roosevelt this 
week affixed his signature to legislation 
authorizing the extension of the tours of 
service of all selectees, National Guards 
men, commissioned and enlisted Re 
servists and enlisted men of the Regular 
Army. 

On the same day, 18 Aug., the Presi 
dent signed a bill exempting from obli 
gations of selective service all men over 
28 years of age. 

The Army pay clauses are to be put into 
effect by regulations being prepared by 
the War Department. 

Other departments, too—the Navy, Ma 
rine Corps, and Coast Guard—are prepar 
ing to submit to the comptroiler general 
the question of the applicability of the 
$10 bonus provision to men of their ser 
vices. There is reason to believe the comp 
troller general will hold that the other 
services are entitled, by reason of the 
Selective Training and Service Act of 
1940 and other statutes, to the bonus 
voted the Army. 

Though pay regulations have not yet 
been issued by the Army, this much ap 
pears to be settled. Section 8 of the act 
states that, during the emergency, the $10 
bonus is to be paid “to any enlisted per 
sonnel of the Regular Army for each 
month of military service rendered by 
him after the date of enactment of this 
joint resolution, and after the date of en 
actment of this joint resolution, and after 
his total military service (rendered be 
fore or after such date) exceeds twelve 
months.” Under this clause retired per 
sonnel recalled to active duty are im 





mediately eligible to receive the sum. So 
also are Regular Army Reservists. So

Navy Temporary Promotions 

The report of the special board, headed 
by Rear Adm. J. O, Richardson, USN, to 
recommend procedures to be followed in 
administering the new temporary promo 
tion law for the Navy and Marine Corps 
was going the rounds of the bureaus this 
week preparatory to being processed by 
the Secretary and sent to the White 
House. It is understood that thus far the 
report has met with concurrances, 

As stated in the Army AND Navy Jour 
NAL last week, it is not likely that any 
wholesale promotions may be expected 
under the act. As a matter of fact, it is 
anticipated that there will be very few 
promotions within the commissioned 
ranks. These, of course, will be made 
from among officers already on selection 
lists for permanent promotion. For one 
thing, where officers hold flag commands 
it is quite probable that they will be given 
flag rank under the temporary rank act 
rather than exercise their commands un 
der older statutes, as is now the case, 

The Bureau of Navigation promulgated 
to the service this week an explanation of 
the act. Aside from repeating the text of 
the law (printed in the Army AND Navy 
JournaL of 12 July) the Bureau made 
the following explanatory comments: 

Sec. 2. * * * authority for temporary ap 
pointment to commissioned and warrant 
grades, us applicable, of commissioned war 
rant, warrant, and enlisted personnel. It does 
not deal with the temporary promotion of 
commissioned personnel 

Sec. 3. Grants authority for the temporary 
promotion of all commissioned personnel be 
low the rank of rear admiral, including those 
be temporarily appointed to com 
missioned grades from warrant or enlisted 
status, It also provides that during a nha 
tional emergency, as well as during war, all 
personnel shall be entitled to

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New Promotion Policy 
for Regulars, Reserves 


Broad outlines of a new advancement 
policy for promotion list officers of the 
Regular Army and Reserves were an 
nounced this week. 

The official text stated that under the 
new plan temporary promotion by selec 
tion is extended to all grades. 

It was said specifically, that for the 
promotion of Regular Officers from the 
grade of major to lieutenant colonel the 
same system would be applied that is now 
in force for such promotions from lieu 
tenant colonel to colonel—-that is by the 
establishment of an eligible list made up 
by a board of generals. By inference, 
therefore, it may be assumed that the 
promotion of officers below the grade of 
major may be handled by a variation of 
this system. Whether this variation will 
take the form of positive selection up or 
of the negative form of recommendation 
against promotion after a tixed tour of 
duty, was not stated. 

That the Department is thoroughly sold 
on the procedure of promotion by sclee 
tion is indicated by the oflicial statement 
that, in the case of promotion to colonel, 
“the departure from the rule of seniority 
is giving the Army more vigorous leader- 
ship.” 

The official statement, labeled “New 
promotion policies announced by the War 
Department,” was, quite apparently, care 
fully phrased, and must be read accord 
ingly. It follows: 

“The War Department announced to 
day a promotion policy which combines 
permanent and temporary promotion of 
Reserve oflicers with temporary promo 
tion of Regular Army officers to remove 
inequalities between these two compon- 
ents of the Army. Under the announced 
plan, temporary promotion by selection is 
extended to all grades, 

“Certain second lieutenants, both Reg 
ular Army and Reserve Corps, will be 
promoted to the temporary grade of first 
lieutenant, and some first lieutenants of 
both components will be promoted to the 
temporary grade of captain. Promotion 
by selection of Reguiar Army captains to 
the temporary grade of major is also pro 
vided for. 

“In those cases where the promotion 
of Regular Army lieutenants has exceeded 
the normal peacetime rate for Reserve 
officers, the Reserve officers are given ad 
ditional promotion, under the new plan, 
to keep them abreast of their Regular 
Army colleagues 

“Last June the War Department in 
stituted a procedure of temporary pro 
motion by selection to the grade of colonel 
for Regular Army officers. This depar 
ture from the rule of seniority is giving 
the Army more vigorous leadership. Un 
der the policy announced today, exactly 
the same type of promotion by selection 
is prescribed for the advancement of Reg 
ular Army majors to the temporary grade 
of lieutenant colonel

ficers of the Regular Army will continue

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HE nation’s press this week turned to comment on the War Department’s recent 

announcement that a new carbine would soon be introduced to replace virtually 
all .45 calibre automatic pistols now in service and viewed the news as an indication 
that the Army has been studying the needs of modern warfare and revamping itself 
accordingly. It is interesting to note that not one word of dissension was cast on 
the revitalizing of the old carbine as a modern weapon-—all the editorials approving 
this change over wholeheartedly. ' 

The Star, of Rockford, Ill., says, “The carbine, a sturdy and reliable old veteran, 
is about to re-up in the army because modern war has made a distinct a place for it 
as it ever held in the Indian wars on the great plains. The carbine is a light rifle, 
short-barreled, with an effective range of 300 yards. Dressed up in modern guise, it 
weighs five pounds, has semi-automatic firing mechanism, is an efficient and effective 
small arm, The lieutenant and the captain are going to carry one, and they’re not 
griping, either. In the World War, the officer with a pistol was a marked man for the 
snipers: the wise officers picked up a rifile and led his men forward, The pistol’s 
range was only an effective 50 yards, and the rifle was better protection.” The News, 
of Chicago, lil., exclaims, “A United States Army without a pistol! It seems un- 
thinkable. Ever since Sam Colt made all men the same size, the six-shooter, the 
derringer and the automatic have been favorite American fireams. The average 
citizen, reading of the exploits of Wild Bill Hickok, believed himself to be, by birth 
and instinet, fully qualified as a marksman with these weapons. Thousands of young 
men recently have experimented with Pistol Target D. which is approximately the 
size of a barn door, and being unable to hit it at 15 yards, have been sadly disillu- 
sioned. The pistol is a useful weapon in the hands of an expert. The new gun may 
be more useful to the average soldier in case of emergency. 

“It is encouraging to see the army come out with two new weapons which sug 
gest that it has really been studying the needs of modern warfare,” says the Leader 
and Press, of Springfield, Mo. Of the new carbine, the Leader and Press says, “This 
is a businesslike means of increasing by almost 50 percent the number of rifles in an 
infantry regiment, replacing the defensive 50-yard pistol with an offensive-defensive

The Post of Charleston, 8S. C.. says, “Modern armies that can stand the te 
have very much greater fire power than the finest combat organizations of years gone 
by and none can afford to have its rank and file burdened with equipment no longer 
contributing its share to strength and efficiency. In th‘s light the army has considered 
the semi-automatic pistol carried for years by officers and non-commissioned officers 
und decided to supplant it with the new and light fast-firing carbine that has beep 
thoroughly tested. The reason for the change is that the pistol effective at the 
extremely limited range of fifty yards is primarily only useful for defense, while the 
carbine is good for either attack er defense. Although the pistol has been generally 
worn by all company officers and enlisted men of the grade of sergeant, prospects 
of employing it under fire have been so poor that pistol training has been regarded 
us secondary and the weapons themselves have often been neglected.” 

“In the American Army,” the Post adds, “the carbine, which is really only a riffe 
of reduced length, was once a regulation weapon for mounted troops. In the 
day there are only relatively a few officers and enlisted men who have seen one of 
the little rifles in actual service. The last model is believed to have been issued jp 
1899 but to have been supplanted a few years later by the model 1903 Springfield 
which became the regulation arm for dismounted and mounted branches.” 

The Rockford, Ill. Star adds to the comment on the new carbine with, “The 
order as it goes out from Secretary Stimson is that all officers up to major will carry 
carbines, as well as thousands of enlisted men now armed with pistols. Machine guy 
crews, particularly, will get carbines, increasing their effectiveness and ability to 
defend themselves. Last general military use of the carbine, which has been the 
chief weapon of the Indian fighters in the seventies and eighties, was in the Spanish 
American War. Their service in our military history goes back to 1856, when we 
bought a lot of breechloading, rifled carbines from the British, handsome guns but 
costly.”

tending on their own request their term of 
active service to the total of thirty months 
now authorized by law. Some time ago in- 
structions were issued that soldiers in the 
Regular Army would not be allowed to re- 
enlist unless they were non-commissioned 
officers or had clearly demonstrated an abil- 
ity which would warrant their appointment 
as non-commissioned officers, or unless they 
had specialist training. The same standard 
is to be applied to men who are 28 years old 
or older, selectees, or National Guardsmen. 
This procedure will result in steady improve- 
ment in the quality of the soldier on active 
duty. 

“Instructions were issued by the War De- 
partment in February of this year directing 
that approximately 50 per cent of the Re- 
serve oficers would be released from active 
duty oa the completion of twelve months’ 
service. The details have not been completed 
covering a similar procedure of relief from 
active duty for National Guard officers. In 
general, release from active duty of National 
Guard officers will be on the same basis as 
for the Reserve Corps. 

“The general purpose of the foregoing pro- 
cedure is to permit the military training of 
annual increments of officers and enlisted 
men by replacing those now in active service 
as rapidly as the situation permits. It is 
hoped that it will not be necessary to hold in 
service any individual now in training for 
the full term permissible under the law.” 





Engineering and Gunnery 
Awards 

The Navy Department has announced

Army Warrant Officers 

President Roosevelt yesterday signed 
the Army’s new warrant officer bill (S. 
162). Meanwhile, studies are being com- 
pleted in the War Department looking to- 
ward putting the measure into effect by 1 
Oct. 1941, 

By that date it is hoped that all will 
be in readiness to promote the approxi- 
mately 250 enlisted men now on the ex- 
isting eligible list to the grade of warrant 
officer (junior grade) and to have regu- 
lations approved for the holding of ex- 
aminations in nine categories of warrant 
officers. Also it is planned to begin the 
promotion of existing warrant officers to 
the grade of chief warrant officer. 

It is pointed out that enlisted men on 
the present eligible list, who are candi- 
dates for commissions will not lose their 
status, but will, when their tours of duty 
as commissioned officers are completed, 
be appointed to warrant officer grade. 

The same is true of former warrant of- 
ficers now on active duty as reserve com- 
missioned officers; when their tours as 
commissioned oflicers are completed they 
will be made chief warrant officers if 
they became eligible for such while serv- 
ing in their Reserve capacity. 

It is planned to compile the require- 
ments for each of the nine warrant of- 
ficer categories well in advance of the ex- 
aminations, so that prospective candidates 
will have ample time in which to prepare 
themselves. While the policy has not been 
finally approved, it is the plan to give 
great weight to the results of the ex- 
aminations and some small weight to the 
candidate’s previous service. 

It is quite likely that a top age limit of 
45 years will be placed on candidates for 
original appointment to warrant officer 
grade, 

There will be two general classifica- 
tions of warrant officers: Administrative 
and Technical. The administrative group 
will be in three categories: 

Clerical, 

Supply. 

Fiseal. 

The technical classification 
six categories as follows: 

Motor transportation. 

Signal communication. 

Munitions. 

Construction and utilities. 

Tank. 

Aircraft. 

Studies are now underway to determine 
the allotment of warrant officers in each 
of these categories. Appointment as per- 
manent warrant oflicers will be spread 
over a period of about five years. Mean 
time, the authorized strength will be 
reached and maintained by means of 
temporary appointments. This is to pre- 
vent the formation of a “hump” of officers 
all of about the same total length of ser- 
vice,

Tank Destroyer Battalion 
A new Provisional General HUead- 
quarters Tank Destroyer Battalion 
equipped with light and heavy anti-tank 
guns on self-propelled mounts, has been 
formed by the Army and will make its 
first tactical experiments in the large- 

scale maneuvers to be held this fall. 
The new unit, which will have a re- 
connaissance battery of light tanks, will 
have more fire power and mobility and 
should be able to go into action moré 
speedily than the Provisional Anti-tank 











Battalions formed recently, the War De- 
partment states. 

Primarily an offensive unit, the provi- 
sional tank destroyer battalion is a hard- 
hitting organization that may quickly en- 
gage a tank unit. With its guns mounted 
on half -tracks, jeeps and “swamp bug- 
gies,” a new type vehicle, the battalion 
can rush into position and begin firing 
without wasting time to emplace its guns. 
Then, if necessary, it can move off to a 
new and stronger position with the lost 
of time incident to limbering when weap- 
ons are towed, Or it can press forward 
offensively, pursuing an enemy, also with- 
out taking time out for these functions. 

Although the strength and armament 
have not yet been definitely determined, 
the battalion will include anti-tank guns 
of 37 and 75 millimeter calibers on self- 
propelled mounts and anti-aircraft guns 
for protection against low flying aircraft. 





Extension of Service 

An executive order was issued by the 
President yesterday providing that: cer- 
tain selectees whose civilian national de- 
fense jobs so warrant, may be discharged 
after 12 month's service ; and other selec- 
tees may be transferred to the Reserve 
Corps after one year's service in looking 
forward toward the early creation of a 
large trained reserve force.

French Caring for U. S. 
Cemeteries 

The American Battle Monuments Com- 
mission revealed this week that all per- 
sonnel of the Commission was removed 
from occupied France and Belgium when 
American consuls and other United States 
officials were withdrawn, Presumably the 
American members of the Commission 
were ordered out of occupied France and 


Belgium at the orders of the German 
government. 
The Commission, which cared for 


American cemeteries and monuments in 
France and Belgium, has turned over its 
affairs to the French Military Cemetery 
Service. The direct control over American 
cemeteries and monuments, however, is 
being handled by French officials who 
served with the American Commission. 
The cost of the up-keep of the American 
monuments and cemeteries is borne by the 
American Battle Monuments Commission. 





Pay Essential to Morale 

The Bureau of Navigation, in a letter to 
all ships and stations, states: 

“The attention of all Commanding Officers 
is directed to the fact that pay is an essential 
feature of morale. The handling of pay ac- 
counts in the cases of transfers must there- 
fore be given every attention and transfer of 
these accounts must be expedited in all cases. 

“The Washington Auxillary of the Navy 
Relief Society has had, since November 1940, 
twenty-nine cases in which loans were neces- 
sary because of non-receipt of pay accounts 
and this does not include cases of men trans- 
ferred to special duty. This number appears 
to be excessive for an area having no more 
enlisted personnel than has Washington, En- 
listed personnel rarely travel by plane in be- 
ing transferred to another station and it is 
therefore evident that pay accounts could 
reach the man’s destination within twenty- 
four hours of his arrival if the accounts were 
dispatched immediately upon the man’s trans- 
fer from his old station.”

Four New Cantonments 


Construction authorizations for four 
new cantonments, estimated to cost $77,-

Smith, Ark., Sante 
Maria-Lompoc, Calif., Neosho, Missouri, 
and Augusta, Ga., are being planned so 
that they may be later expanded to ac- 
commodate 35,000 men each.

The 
camp at Sante Maria-Lompoc will serve 
the same purpose as the Ft. Smith camp. 

An infantry replacement training cen- 
ter for 10,000 enlisted men and a Signal 

Jorps replacement center for 5,000 men 
will be established at Neosho, while a 
motorized triangular division will be es- 
tablished in the cantonment at Augusta,

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Pay and Morale 


A first lieutenant of the Air Corps has 
gnt the following letter to Life maga- 
dine: 
pear Sirs: 

In your article on Army Morale in the Aug. 
sedition of Life, you praise Capt. Edwin A. 
gussell, jr., a West Pointer, call him “an A-1 
officer . . . Wish that there were more like 
him.” 

It would seem, then, that excellent officers 
ach as Captain Russell would naturally re- 
wive compensation for jobs well done. Such, 
however, is far from the actual case. Captain 
Russell and the 7,000 other West Point offi- 
ers are really being penalized in this period 
of national emergency. The rapid expansion 
of the Army has necessarily brought forth 
faster promotion with the resulting increase 
in responsibility and work that accompanies 
the higher rank. Many West Point second 
jeutenants, temporarily promoted to first 
jeutenants, have been taking over jobs for- 
nerly held by captains and majors, who have 
n turn been moved on up. But while these 
dficers have the responsibility and the work 
of the increased rank, they receive not one 
ent of increased pay. 

Not so is the case of National Guard and 
Reserve officers called to active duty. Con- 
gress has made provision that when an officer 
wf this category is temporarily promoted, he 
wtomatically receives the pay of the new 
rank, 

Representative Overton Brooks of Louisi- 
ma, in an effort to extend the same condi- 
tons to Regular Officers, introduced a bill to 
the House, but the Military Affairs Commit- 
ee shelved it, and thus it has remained. 

So the Regular Officers, the “backbone of 
the Army” (Life, July 7), continue to receive 
the pay of the rank one or two grades lower 
than that in which they are serving. 

Since Congress has recently seen fit to vote 
“pay of rank” for Naval and Marine Officers, 
itseems very unfair that Regular Army Offi- 
ers should be singled out for discrimination. 

The circumstance frequently arises where 
Reserve and National Guard Officers receive 
higher pay than their commanding officer, a 
Regular. Obviously such a condition is wholly 
wfair and unless correction is soon forth- 
coming, can only result in lowered morale and 
discipline of the entire Officer Personnel of 
the Army.

Public Relations Discussed 

As the world situation is made more 
complex by current events and as Amer- 
iea’s defense effort heightens, it is of in- 
reased importance that an effective pub- 
lie relations program be devised to 
strengthen morale. This was the tenor 
of an address delivered recently at the 
Army Industrial College, Washington, D. 
(, by Mr. Edward L. Bernays, noted pub- 
lie relations counsel. 

Opening his address with an analysis 
of public relations activities during 
World War I, Mr. Bernays, a member of 
the Committee on Public Information in 
W17, pointed out that the techniques em 
ployed were basically “hit or miss,” and 
that “there was no integrated scientific 
blan, as there should be today.” 

Mr. Bernays, who gave the first course 
public relations at an American uni 
versity at N. Y. U. in 1923, said, “The en- 
Sheering approach to public opinion 
should be applied in a democratic way to 
U. 8. wartime pursuits as it is to peace 
ime pursuits today.” He explained that 
‘the problems of public relations must be 
handled as an engineer builds a bridge, 
4 tactician works out a military cam 
itign.” He pointed out that the adoption 
of this method would insure its objective 
morale, 

Explaining that segmental attacks 
may be of little value, Mr. Bernays told 
his audience of Army oflicers that the 
soup formation of the public to be 
reached must be analyzed. To this end, 
he proposed that a four-pointed program 
be inaugurated. 

“Leadership by our government is es- 
‘eitial for the carrying out of the pro- 
stam,” Mr. Bernays said in introducing 
his Plan which advocates that the sound- 
fst intellectual resources of the country

Mr. Bernays reiterated. He explained that | 
an organization charged with the duty 
of analyzing psychological approaches, 
should be neither a propaganda bureau, 
nor a publicity bureau, but rather should 
devote itself solely to work of planning 
strategy and advising the government 
and industry—all this with an eye to 
stronger morale. 

Concluding his remarks, Mr. Bernays 
analyzed the relationship of workers and 
management in the defense industries. 





He said, “The public lack understanding 
of the necessity of the national defense 
effort, of its essential requirements of 
time and speed.” He told the officers that 
much could be accomplished through 
planned public relations work to better 
this situation. 





Congress Passes Appropriations 

Clearing conference late last week, 
with a large part of the appropriations 
for Army ordnance items stricken by the 
Senate restored, upon House insistence, 
the First Supplemental Appropriations for 
National Defense were sent to the Presi- 
dent this week. 

Mr. Roosevelt, though he opposes the 
$35,000,000 War Department building at 
Arlington, Va., provided in the bili, un- 
doubtedly will approve the measure, 
rather than delay the many other proj- 
ects authorized. 

Principal change made in the bill in 
its passage through Congress, was re 
moval by the Senate of $1,347,000,000 for 
Army ordnance items. The House-ap- 
proved version allocated $3,486,034,036 ; 
the Senate version, $2,138,980,486. The 
compromise sent to the President pro- 
vided $2.8S88,980,486. 

Prior to restoration of a large part of 
the cut, Secretary of War Stimson sent to 
the Senate an explanation of the purpose 
of the appropriations, which had been 
described as providing materiel in excess 
of those needed by an Army of 3,000,000 
men. Much of the money, Mr. Stimson 
said, will go toward procurement of anti 
aircraft guns of which there cannot be 





too many. Another sizeable portion will 
purchase gyrostabilizer units for light 
and medium tanks. 

“Indeed, there are few, if any, of these 
weapons,” he said, “which would not, un 
der certain conditions, be required for 
an army of 3,000,000 men or even less.” 

Describing the gyrostabilizers, he said: 

“The gyrostabilizers for which funds are 
requested are required for tanks for the ar 
mored divisions and separate tank battalions 
now included in the 3,000,000-man troop basis, 
as well as for the additional tanks provided in 
these estimates. This device makes a stable 
firing platform of the tank, which without the 
device is a very poor firing platform. It will 
enable tanks, which must now stop to secure | 
any reasonable accuracy of fire, to fire accu 
rately while in motion, will reduce the vul- 
nerability of the tank to enemy fire, and will 
yvreatly increase the effectiveness of tank fire. 

“The power-traversing mechanisms for 
light tanks are required for a similar purpose 
as the gyrostabilizer units. This mechanism 
will enable the guns of the tanks to be trained 
by power rather than by hand and, therefore, 
permit a more rapid and accurate directing 
of the tank armament resulting in increased 
and more accurate fire effect.” 


- 
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Several other important changes were 
made in conference. The blank check 
given to the Army Chief of Staff in the 
Regular 1942 Supply Bill to let such con- 
tracts for the armored force as he deemed 
necessary was removed. 

The Senate addition of $1,000,000 for 
a naval plant protection force was re- 
moved, and the original House proposal 
of a naval officer as assistant director of 
a new Navy oflice of budget and reports, 
instead of the civilian associate director 
proposed by the Senate, was carried.

18 Millions to Coast Guard 


A supplemental appropriation amount- 
ing to $18,988,435 was asked this week 
of Congress for use by the Coast Guard, 
to provide additional personnel and ship 
construction. 

The request provided for the construe- 
tion of a heavy-duty ice-breaking cutter ; 
four cutters for duty in vicinity of Green- 
land and for increased cost of construct- 
ing two cutters; for the completion of six 
tenders; for the pay of 505 additional 
commissioned officers and 4,466 enlisted 
men; for increased salaries in the office 
of the commandant, and for the estab- 
lishment and improvement of extra aids 
to navigation. 








Enlisted Men at Ottawa 

Under authority of language contained 
in bxecutive Order No, S704 (Cir. No, 50, 
W.D., 1941), the Secretary of War has 
determined that enlisted men assigned to 
duty at Ottawa, Canada, shall be granted 
daily allowances in lieu of quarters and 
rations. 





New Army Promotion Policy

“Reserve officer advancement has been 
predicated on the theory that a Reserve 
officer is promoted in peacetime in ac- 
cordance with the prospective require- 
ments of the Army during an emergency. 
Thus, a Reserve oflicer receives his mo- 
bilization grade in peacetime. It is for 
this reason that Reserve officers have been 
more rapidly promoted than Regular of- 
ficers. One of the purposes of the policy 
announced by the War Department today 
is to adjust this inequality. 

“The selection of Regular Army lieu- 
tenant colonels for promotion to the grade 
of colonel, initiated in June, was the first 
step in this direction. So far only a small 
percentage of the men to be advanced 
have been selected. It is the desire of the 


| War Department to spread these pro- 
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motions over a rather long period of time 
in order that the greatest care may be 
exercised in selection and a greater op- 
portunity afforded to observe the manner 
in which these officers perform their 
duties under the pressure of the existing 
emergency. The same considerations will 
apply to the selection of Regular Army 
majors for promotion to the temporary 
grade of lieutenant colonel.”

(Continued from First Page) 
will men who have reenlisted, and every 
man on his first enlistment who completed 
a year of service on 19 Aug., which is 
“after the date of enactment” of the law 
will be eligible for the money immedi- 
ately. 

Most organization payrolls have al- 
ready been made up for August, but all 
units should receive the bonus for Sep 
tember the last day of that month. 

More than the fact that most August 
payrolls already are compiled probably 
will prevent payment of any part of the 
money the last of this month. The War 
Department is studying interpretation of 
the phrase “for each month,” to deter- 
mine whether the $10 can be pro rated, 
that is, whether 12/31sts of the $10, or 
about $4, can be paid to men who already 
have in their year of service, for service 
for the 12 days of August since signing 
of the act. 

The $10 bonus also will be paid to all 
selectees and enlisted members of Reserve 
components for each month of service in 
excess of 12. Of course, National Guards- 
men will not begin to receive this extra 
compensation until after 16 Sept., when 
the first men were called to service, and 
no selectees will be eligible to receive pay- 
ments until late November.

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Marine Corps Notes 


An experimental barrage balloon train- 
ing center has been opened at or near 
Parris Island, 8S. C., by the Marine Corps. 
An undisclosed number of Marine Corps 
troops already have been assigned to 
this training which is reportedly pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. While the actual 
number of troops or balloons being in- 
volved in the experiments has not been 
announced, it was stated that it was not 
large. 

Parachute units attached to the 1st Ma- 
rine Division, Quantico, Va., will partici- 
pate in the forthcoming large-scale Army 
maneuvers to be held in Louisiana. The 
units which are at the present time brush- 
ing up on tactics, put on an impressive 
demonstration at the A. P. Hill Military 
Reservation, Fredericksburg, Va., this 
week, In a blitz attack which took place 
during the II Army Corps maneuvers, 24 
parachutists dropped from three planes 
flying at an altitude estimated at 300 to 
500 feet, assembled their weapons and 
were ready for combat 29 seconds after 
the first man had left the plane.

Headquarters of the Marine Corps an- 
nounced this week that Marine Corps of- 
ficers have been assigned as observers to 
the Army maneuvers that are being held 
in Louisiana and Washington. Maj.

It was indicated this week that the first 
units to occupy the new Marine Corps 
barracks at New River, N. C., will be as- 
signed to permanent station at the camp 
within a month. Although officials of the 
Marine Corps decline to comment on the 
units to be assigned to the camp, it is as- 
sumed that the units will be moved in 
from Parris Island, 8. C., where two- 
thirds of the 1st Division is now sta- 
tioned. The move will provide additional 
training facilities for the large number 
of enlisted men being recruited under the 
Marine Corps’ expanded program. Work 
on the New River camp is progressing 
satisfactorily, officials say. Temporary 
facilities for 6,000 Marines were available 
at the camp in early July. 


Fleet Reservists Ratings 


The Bureau of Navigation is notify- 
ing Commanding Officers that they are 
authorized and directed to change the rat- 
ings of Fleet Reservists and retired per- 
sonnel on active duty, from ratings that 
have been abolished, to appropriate rat- 
ings of the same pay grade as follows: 

(a) Sailmaker’s Mate to Boatswain's Mate 
or Coxswain as appropriate. 

(b) Engineman to Machinist's Mate. 

(c) Motor Machinist's Mate to Machinist's 
Mate or Aviation Machinist’s Mate depending 
on present qualifications and duty assigned, 

(d) Coppersmith and Blacksmith to Metal- 
smith. 

(e) Aviation Carpenter's Mate to Aviation 
Metalsmith or Carpenter’s Mate depending on 
present qualifications and duty assigned, 

(f) Aviation Rigger to Aviation Machinist's 
Mate. 

(g) Aviation Pilot to the Aviation Branch 
rating for which best qualified. : 

(h) Electrician (general or radio) to Elec- 
triclan’s Mate or Radioman depending on 
qualifications and duty assigned, 

(i) Commissary Steward—See paragraph 4 
below. 

Fleet Reserve and retired Commissary 
Stewards shall if recommended and found 
professionally qualified by examination 
for Chief Commissary Steward (Acting 
Appointment) be advanced to that rating. 
If found not qualified for that advance- 
ment, their rating shall be changed to 
ship’s cook, first class, or baker, first 
class; according to their qualifications 
and duty assigned. 


Retain Navy Admirals 


The Navy Department announced of- 
ficially this week that Rear Adm. Henry 
Williams and Rear Adm, Arthur J. Hep- 
burn will be retained on active duty after 
their retirement for age. 

Admiral Williams will be placed on the 
retired list 1 Sept. but will continue his 
duties in the office of the Secretary of the 








Navy. Admiral Hepburn will pass to the 
retired list 1 Nov. but will remain as 
director of Public Relations. 


Navy-Marine Corps Retired 
Pay 


The Bureau of Navigation, in a letter 
to the service this week, pointed out that 
under the recent act of Congress (Public 
No. 132) retired officers recalled to active 
duty may include their additional service 
in computing their retired pay when they 
are relieved from active duty. The Bureau 
explained the law as follows: 

“(a) By Section 1, retired officers above the 
rank of captain in the Navy and colonel in 
the Marine Corps and retired nurses are en- 
titled to the full pay and allowances of their 
grade when employed on active duty. The pay 
status of other retired personnel is not af- 
fected. 

“(b) By virtue of Section 2, retired officers 
whose retired pay is computed at the rate of 
2% per centum of the active duty pay re- 
ceived by them at the time of retirement, not 
to exceed 75 per centum of such active duty 
pay, are, for the purpose of computing per- 
centage increases in their retired pay, entitled 
to an additional credit of 24% per centum for 
euch year of active service performed subse- 
quent to retirement; and a fractional year of 
six months or more of active duty is to be 
considered a full year in computing the num- 
ber of years, For example: A lieutenant com- 
mander with 24 years’ service is retired with 
retired pay equal to 60 per centum of his ac- 
tive duty pay; his retired pay is, therefore, 
6) per centum of $4,900; he subsequently 
serves on active duty for 1 year, 6 months, 
and 1 day and is then released from active 
duty; his new rate of pay is 65 per centum 
of $4,900.”

Destroyer Hobson to be 
Launched 

Announcement was made by Rear Adm. 
William H. Allen, Commandant of the 
Charleston Navy Yard, of the launching 
8 Sept. 1941 of the destroyer to be known 
on commissioning as the USS Hobson. 

The Hobson is the second destroyer to 
go down the ways at the Charleston Navy 
Yard within the past forty-five days. The 
USS Corry was launched on 28 July. 
Construction was started on the Hobson 
with the laying of her keel on 14 Nov. 
1940. 

As sponsor for the USS Hobson, the 
Secretary of the Navy has appointed Mrs. 
Richmond Pearson Hobson of New York 
City, wife of the Spanish-American War 
hero. Mrs. William EK. Dodge Stokes, al- 
so of New York, daughter of Admiral 
Iiobson, has been selected matron-of- 
honor for the launching ceremonies. 

The USS Hobson is a 1700-ton destroy- 
er. When completed will be equipped 
with 6-inch all purpose guns, anti-aircraft 
guns, depth charges and torpedoes. 





Shipbuilding Progressing 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that during the first half of August 
six vessels were launched and eighteen 
new keels were laid at various ship- 
building yards throughout the nation. 

Vessels launched were two coastal 
minesweepers, USS Brambling and USS 
Paramount; two motor torpedo boats and 
two district craft.

their respective ranks unless, by length of ser- 
vice, they may be entitled to receive the pay 
of a higher pay period. By such provisions, 
and without regard to the fact that the officers 
concerned would otherwise be entitled to the 
pay of a lower pay period, all captians are, 
during the emergency, to be paid in the sixth 
pay period, commanders in the fifth, lieuten- 
ant commanders in the fourth, lieutenants in 
the third, and lieutenants (junior grade) in 
the second, 

Sec. 4. Is a grant of authority for the tem- 
porary advancement to a higher grade or 
rank of all retired commissioned and warrant 
personnel in grades or ranks below that of 
rear admiral, : 

Sec, 7. (a) By the provisions of this sub- 
section the permanent status on the active 
or retired list of personnel temporarily ap- 
pointed or promoted will not be vacated while 
such personnel are holding such appointments 
or higher ranks or grades. 

Neither will any rights, benefits, privileges 
or gratuities to which an individual is en- 
titled in his permanent status be lost or 
abridged in any respect. 

Thus, enlisted personnel may still be ad- 
vanced to higher permanent rank or rating 
such as chief petty officer or warrant officer; 
werrant officers may be advanced to perma- 
nent rank of chief warrant officer; and time 
temporarily spent in higher ranks or grades 
by commissioned personnel will count 
towards permanent promotion on the active 
list of the Navy. 

This section further provides that person- 
nel so appointed or promoted will be entitled 
only to the pay and allowances of the rank 
or grade in which temporarily serving with 
the saving clause that no person, temporarily 
appointed or promoted, will suffer a reduc- 
tion in pay or allowances below that to which 
he is entitied in his permanent status. 

Subsection 8 (a). Provides that personnel 
of the active jist, temporarily appointed or 
promoted to higher rank or grade, who be- 
come physically disabled while serving in 
such higher rank shall be retired in, and with 
75 per cent of the pay of, that advanced rank. 

By subsection (b), those retired officers 
who were retired for other than physical dis— 
ability may, if they incur physical disability 
while serving under a temporary appo'ntment 
in a higher rank, be advanced en the retired 
list to that higher rank, with retired pay 
based on 75 per centum of the active duty pay 
of the higher rank. 

By subsection (c), those retired officers who 
were retired for physical disability may, if 
they incur additional physical disability 
which is rated at not less than 30 per cent 
permanent disability while serving in a tem-

porary advanced rank, be retired in the aq. 
vanced rank. 

Subsection (d). This relates to retired of 
ficers now on active duty who were retired for 
other than physical disability and whose pp. 
tired pay is less than seventy-five per centyy 
of active duty pay. Should any of these off 
cers become physically incapacitated while op 
active duty, there is no law whereby they may 
receive the retired pay provided for officers 
who are physically retired. This subsectigy 
provides for this authorization. 

By subsection (e), the retirements for phys 
ical disability provided for in this section are 
applicable only if the disability is neurred jp 
line of duty during war or national emer 
gency. In the cases of those officers who haye 
already been physically retired, retirement jp 
a higher rank is authorized only if a retiring 
board finds that the disability was incident 
to the service while on active duty and gery. 
ing in the higher rank and is rated at not legs 
than 30 per centum permanent disability, 

Subsection (g) is included in order that the 
benefits of the section may be extended to ay 
officer who may incur disability just prior ty 
his release from active duty or just prior ty 
the termination of his temporary appoint 
ment, as the case may be. 

Sec. 10. Authorizes the continuance of per. 
sonnel in their temporary appointments and 
advanced grades during such period ag the 
President may determine and not longer thay 
six months after the termination of war or 
national emergency. Thus, the temporary ap 
pointment or advancement of personnel may 
be revoked at any time that their services jy 
higher grade are not satisfactory or if th 
needs of the service require such revocation 

It is also provided that, upon the terming 
tion of their temporary status, personnel r 
vert to the rank or rating to which their per 
manent status entitles them, 

Further, personnel temporarily appointed 
or promoted pursuant to this Act shall, upon 
being subsequently retired or, in the case of 
retired officers, upon return to an inactive 
status, be advanced on the retired list to the 
highest rank held by them while on the active 
list. Their retired pay, however, is based upon 
the rank or rating held at the time of retire 
ment. Upon their subsequent recall to active 
duty, they return in the rank held at the time 
of retirement with the active duty pay of that 
rank,

was accustomed to at a time when quali- 
fied Army personnel was needed for tacti- 
cal duty. Plans that were flexible enough 
to suit a great variety of climate and ter- 
rain conditions and complete enough to 
solve every problem of municipal and in- 
dustrial development had to be produced 
overnight. 

A construction force had to be built up 
capable of producing a group of com- 
munities equal to or greater in popula- 
tion than those of a number of states, and 
spread from Maine to California. In doing 
so it was necessary to provide all the 
variety of necessary utilities and con- 
yveniences common to the average Ameri- 
can community, such as water, power and 
sewage disposal plants, heating and cold 
storage facilities, railroads, highways and 
streets, laundries and bakeries, hospitals, 


eubs, moving picture theatres and 
chapels,—everything, in fact, that is 


necessary to normal life in a modern city. 

The demands of this program have been 
met. The Construction Division has been 
reorganized. The country has been divided 
into nine zones and a competent Army 
construction officer has been placed in 
charge of each. He has been provided 
with a staff of outstanding professional 
people from the engineering, architectural 
and construction fields, to assist him in 
general supervision, planning and inspec- 
tions. The real estate world has also been 
combed to provide these Zone Construct- 
ing Quartermasters with the best quali- 
fied experts in the nation to aid them in 
land acquisition policies. Furthermore, in 
each Zone office, a safety engineer and a 
labor relations director have been ap- 
pointed as counsellors in their respective 
fields. 

The projects under construction are 
being executed by competent architect- 
engineers and contractors selected from 
the best in the country. Directly rep- 
resenting the interests of the govern- 
ment, Constructing Quartermasters, who 
have staffs appropriate to the require- 
ments, are assigned to each project. This 
staff examines all payrolls, inspects the 
quality and quantities of materials and 
deliveries, audits all accounts and checks 
all expenditures, under a procedure which 
has been approved as adequate for the 
purpose by the American Institute of Ac- 
countants. 

At the peak of employment, over 490,- 
00 workers have been engaged upon the 
emergency construction program of this 
Division. Of the 50,000-odd structures 
presently required, more than 44,000 are 
ready for occupancy; of the 99,600 tent 
frames required, upward of 95,000 are 
ready for use. Despite the most rigorous 
Winter season that the country has known, 
in many sections, in years, and while re- 
organization of the Division was taking 
place, construction proceeded at full 
speed, with the tempo accelerated rather 
than retarded and with essential troop 
housing available in excess of current 
heeds, 

The results were such as to bring the 
following comment recently on the floor 
of the House: 


“The record of accomplishment during 
the past six months that the present con- 
struction program has been in force is 
outstanding in comparison with that of 
the 18 months of the World War period 
Which has always been pointed to as bor- 
dering on the miraculous.”

A new munitions program is now under 
way. Planning for future construction, 
hould the Army be expanded by authority 
of Congress, has begun. The finest archi- 
tectural and engineering talent in the 
country has been enlisted to provide plans 
and layouts in anticipation of new de- 
mands, obviating, as far as possible, some 
of the handicaps marking the first pro- 
gram caused by the excessive urgency of 
the job. 


National Service Life Insurance 
It has come to the attention of the War 
Department that the general provisions 
of paragraph 1, Section II, Circular 125, 
31 October 1940, and paragraph 22 e, MR 
1-7 (new number), 1 October 1940, are not 
being thoroughly complied with by com- 
manding officers of Reception Centers, 
“In many instances,” the Department 
stated, “selectees have been given very 
meager instruction on this subject, have 
been tacitly discouraged from applying 
for insurance and have been told that if 
they desire insurance they are to make 
application upon arrival at their perma- 
nent assignments. This action places a 
greater administrative burden on organ- 





ization and unit commanders than is con- 


templated in the above regulations. 

“In the event that any man declines to 
take insurance while being processed and 
signs the statement required in paragraph 
23, f, MR 1-7 (new number), such action 
does not preclude a reversal of his deci 
sion at a later date, provided he makes 
application for insurance within 120 days 
as provided in paragraph 8, Section I, Cir- 
cular 125, 31 October 1940, and he should 
be so informed.” 





Medical Care Explained 

The War Department, in a recent cir 
cular letter, emphasizes that a militarized 
person in possession of a pass, furlough, 
or leave originally issued for a period in 
excess of 24 hours, who becomes ill or is 
injured at any time, even within 24 hours 
of leaving his place of duty, is not en- 
titled to receive civilian professional or 
civilian hospital care at Government ex- 
pense,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Because of the clashing interests concerned, the world is giving 
special attention at this time to the proposed couference of Commissions representing 
the United’ States, Great Britain and Russia. The purpose of the conference, as set 
forth in Washington and London, is to arrange for speedy aid to the desperately fight- 
ing Soviet Union. Suspicion that this can be its entire intent prevails in Berlin and 
Tokyo, where Government spokesmen are expressing the view that the negotiations 
will be not only military but political in character. The Hitler agents are convinced 
that involved in the discussions will be methods by which will be brought into the 
war, Turkey, which at the moment is playing in with both sides, and Iran, upon 
which Britain and Russia have served notice that she must expel all Nazi influence, 
or suffer occupation as was the case of Iraq. 

The Japanese officials are suggesting that plans are to be evolved for the en- 
circlement of their country, with the Siberian Army and Navy and the forces of 
OChiang-Kai-Shek, cooperating with the Fleets of the United States and Britain. 
Denials have come from Moscow that there is in contemplation any change in Russo- 
Japanese relations, or that Chiang-Kai-Shek will participate in the conference. 
Nevertheless, probably aroused by Axis representations, the Konoye Ministry is 
threatening to anticipate the decisions of the conference, and is suggesting as its 
first act the declaration of a war zone around Japan, and the seizure of any ships 
bound for Vladivostok found therein. En route at this writing is an American tanker 
bearing aviation gas and fuel oil to the Siberian port. If she should be stopped, a test 
will arise over the question of the freedom of the seas, which President Roosevelt 
has revived as a principle we will support. If the tanker should be allowed to reach 
her destination, there will be high hopes in Washington and London that the Japanese 
Government has decided to abandon the Triple Alliance. Whatever excuses for failure 
to intercept the vessel might be made by the Japanese Ambassador at Berlin and 
Rome, the fact remains that the authorities at those capitals would be less trusting of 
Japanese intentions than hitherto. 

Following the President’s return to Washington, from the Atlantic conference, 
he met with the Vice President, the Senate majority leader, the Chairmen of the 
Foreign Affairs Committees of the two Houses, the Chairman of the Senate Finance 
Jommittee, and the Acting Speaker of the House, and later sent a message to Congress 
in which he quoted the joint Declaration he and Mr, Churchill had signed, referred 
to the Lend-Lease Act as his authority for such signature, insisted that the principles 
set forth in the Declaration represent a goai which it is worthwhile for our type 
of civilization to seek, argued that it was difficult to oppose any major particular 
without automatically admitting a willingness to compromise with Naziism, recalled 
attention to the utter lack of validity of the word of the Nazi Government, and 
pointed out that the declaration includes of necessity the world need for freedom of 
religion and freedom of information, He also stated that the military and naval con- 
versations at the Atlantic conference made clear gains in furthering the effectiveness 
of Lend-Lease aid. 

Because of what he described as false press reports of the President’s statements, 
Senator Barkley, the majority leader, declared Mr. Roosevelt made no suggestion that 
a military invasion of Europe would be necessary in order to defeat Germany, nor 
that the invasion was contingent upon the maintenance of an eastern front by the 
Russians, and the assistance of a vast American expeditionary force. The Senator 
further said that in the sense it was written the statement was untrue that Mr. 
Roosevelt does not expect any serious trouble with Japan, and that he is persuaded 
that that country is watching for opportunities to pick up whatever can be taken 
without risking war with the United States, and would not fulfil any obligations to 
the Axis under the Triple Alliance. “Nobody in the conference,” according to the 
Senator, “and nobody who came out of it, said anything about any alliance, or 
intimated that the President talked about any alliance, because if any member of 
the Conference had made any such statement, it would have been false.” Interrogated 
by members of the Senate, Mr. Barkley described the conferences as a running 
discussion of the meeting between the President and Mr. Churchill, and the only 
statement agreed upon to be given out was with respect to a Budget Message in 
regard to additional Lend-Lease appropriations. He repeated that the President had 
made no new commitments, or engaged in any alliance. 

Senator Johnson, of California, argued that the Joint Declaration does create 
an offensive and defensive alliance between Great Britain and the United States, 
and says in so many words that they hope to destroy the common enemy, and after 
that enemy is destroyed, they hope to establish a new order, Senator Barkley replied 
that the Joint Declaration was merely the expression of a hope, the expression of a 
wish and an aspiration, in answer to which Senator Clark, of Missouri, quoted the 
British journalists who were present, as stating that commitments had been made on 
the part of the United States, which involved its immediate entrance into the war 
and the dispatch abroad of American Expeditionary forces, where nobody knows. 
lark further called attention to the publication of photographs of the meeting of 
the President and Churchill aboard the Prince George, which he denounced as a 
violation of the law recently passed by Congress and he remarked that the publication 
had not brought forth any protest from Secretary Knox. The Missourian also in- 
quired if the Prince of Wales had been bombed and sunk when the conferees were 
meeting, which, he thanked God, had not occurred, whether that would have been 
an act of war against the United States? Mr. Barkley replied: “If an enemy plane or 
an enemy warship had destroyed the Prince of Wales while the President of the 
United States was on it, or the Augusta while it was lashed alongside of the Prince 
of Wales, if the newspapers are correct in saying that it was lashed alongside—and 
it must have been pretty close alougside because the President was transferred to one 
or the other—of course it might have created a situation that would have excited the 
American people, and involved some difficulty with the enemy power.” 

The admissions of Mr. Barkley necessarily will be regarded as authoritative by 
foreign powers, since he is the spokesman of the Administration in the Senate. 
Because of his denial that an alliance had been entered into, or even that this Govern- 
ment had incurred any moral obligation, there is disappointment in England, and 
there is unconcealed satisfaction in Axis circles. However, the fact remains that 
there has been put into writing and issued as a Joint Declaration the common aims 
and ideals of the two nations, and so far as the British people are concerned they 
will regard it not as the expression of a hope, but as the proclamation of an under- 
standing which both governments will be expected to observe, particularly that clause 
which asserts that the Nazi tyranny must be destroyed. 














Navy, Marine Selection—There convened at the Navy Department on Monday, 18 
Aug., a senior selection board charged with recommending for promotion ten captains 
to rear admiral, two captains (engineering duty only) to rear admiral, and two briga- 
dier generals of the Marine Corps for promotion to major general. The selections are 
to fill vacancies which may occur during the fiscal year which begins 1 July 1942, 
Earliest date on which the boards can report is 29 Aug., but deliberations of the 
senior selection board often require a longer period of time. 

Some question is raised by the precept of the board to name two brigadier gen- 
erals for promotion, since a study of the Navy Register does not reveal any vacancies 
due to retirements during the fiscal year 1943. Maj. Gen. James C. Breckinridge wil] 
retire for age 64 on 1 Oct. 1941, whereupon Brig. Gen. Holland M. Smith, now serving 
as temporary major general in command of the Ist Marine Division, will make his 
number. On 1 Feb. 1942, Brig. Gen. Charles F. B. Price will make his number on 
retirement of Maj. Gen. Louis M. Little. The lineup of major generals then will con- 
sist of Holcomb, who retires 1 Sept. 1943; Upshur, who retires 1 Nov. 1945; Vogel, who 
retires 1 Oct. 1946; Holland Smith, who retires 1 May 1946, and Price, who retires 
1 Oct. 1945, The first retirement after General B) eckinridge thus is General Holcomb, 
and that is not until 1 Sept. 1943. Presumably, a selection board would meet in the 
Summer or Fall of 1942, in plenty of time to select for this vacancy. The next retire- 
ments, after the commandant, do not occur until October and November of 1945. 

Headquarters is maintaining a complete silence on the reasons for naming two 
more major general eligibles, but a reasonable explanation is that it is desired to 
have the names of two men who can be appointed to temporary rank under the law 
just approved by the President. The only other explanation would be that one or 
more forced separations are in prospect and there is nothing to support this supposi- 
tion. 

Yet, the Navy appears to be taking no steps to procure a greater number of 
eligibles for flag rank than will be created by retirements. It is expected that all 
remaining captains selected for rear admiral will make their numbers by July, 1942. 
During the fiscal year 1943, the period for which the present board is selecting ten 
eligibles, the same nuniher of rear admirals will reach age 64—Wainwright and Allen 
on 1 July 1942; Tarrant and Bloch on 1 Aug. 1942; Watson, on 1 Sept. 1942; Richard- 
son, on 1 Oct. 1942; Freeman and King, on 1 Dec. 1942, and Simons and Neal, on 1 
June 1948, 

Rear Adm. Charles P. Snyder is president of the selection board. Members are 
Rear Admirals Freeman, Andrews, Fairfield, Wilcox, jr., Willson, Bristol, jr., Sharp 
and Fitch. 

The same board, with minor changes in membership, will meet 29 Aug. to recom- 
mend captains and commanders of the line of the Naval Reserve for promotion to rear 
admiral and captain. On this board Rear Adm. Edward A. Evers, D-O, USNR, 
will serve as a member, and Rear Admirals Fairfield and Sharp will be relieved from 
such duty. 

Reports of selection boards are usually watched with great interest by not only 
eligible officers but the service at large, but it is safe to say that no board report ever 
has been waited with such bated breath as that of the board now in session. For 
nearly every brigadier general in the Marine Corps is now a pass over because of the 
selection of Col. Charles F. B. Price as brigadier general and then as major general 
by successive boards last fall. Colonel Price, it may be remembered, was passed over 
for selection to brigadier general in 1939. A Congressional investigation was pre- 
cipitated which, however, produced no findings. Nevertheless, when the 1940 boards 
met, they picked Colonel Price up for selection to brigadier general, and the second 
hoard, meeting a few days later, chose him for major general over nearly every other 
brigadier general in the corps. Four brigadier generals were thus passed over. If 
the new selections for major general result in the passing of any of these officers, 
those officers automatically will be subject to retirement on 30 June 1942. 


Air Corps Non-Coms—The Air Corps new promotion policy for non-commissioned 
officers of the first and second pay grades has been put into effect even though all 
eligible lists from the field, especially from units assigned to outlying possessions 
have not been received at the War Department. Approximately 900 promotions from 
the new “master” eligible lists compiled by the Office of the Chief of Air Corps have 
been made, Nearly 400 of the promotions were to the grade of master sergeant while 
the remaining promotions were to the grade of technical sergeant. An additional 400 
promotions to technical sergeant will be made on or about 1 September with an un- 
disclosed number of promotions to master sergeant tentatively scheduled for the 
middle of September. 

About 40 groups or Commands are represented on the new “master” eligible lists, 
with the Air Corps Maintenance Command having about one-third the lists filled with 
men who are in that division. The “master” lists were compiled from the various in- 
dividual lists sent to the Office of the Chief of Air Corps by the various divisions— 
Maintenance Command, Transport Wing, Corps Area Detachments, Observation 
units, School units, Technical units, ete. By picking the man listed first on each of 
the group lists and rotating down the lists, the present new “master” sheets were 
composed, giving the officials assigned to this task a simplified form for making the 
promotions. 


This new promotion policy was adopted in June in order to allow commanding 
officers greater latitude in the selection of their higher non-commissioned officers. The 
basic principle of the new policy is to provide for the promotion of men who have 
demonstrated ability and usefulness rather than those who have just had years of 
service. Promotions and distribution are based on authorized strength rather than 
vacancies which are given little consideration. Shortages and overages in the various 
units of men of the first and second pay grades are adjusted after promotions are 
made, and are not taken into consideration at the time of promotion. 


Army Nurse Corps—With the signing this week of the Service Extension Act by the 
President, it immediately became apparent that many additional nurses would be 
required to give adequate attention to the needs of the Army. It is expected that a8 
many as 4,000 additional nurses may be required as a result of this new law. 

At the same time, it was pointed out by ofticials of the Nurse Corps that Reserve 
Nurses serve on a purely voluntary basis and are therefore not affected by the exteD- 
sion of service. These nurses will be requested to remain on active duty, but whether 
they do so or not, is purely a matter of personal decision.

¢¢.; Camp Wheeler, Ga. ; Camp Wolters, Tex. ; and Camp Roberts, Calif. The officers 
sill also visit Ft. Benning, Ga., and will later observe the Louisiana maneuvers. 

Maj. Gen. Oscar W. Griswold, reported at Ft. Benning, Ga., last week as com- 
ganding general of the Fourth Motorized Division. He left immediately to take com- 
mand of his division, now engaged in the Louisiana maneuvers. 

Military personnel of Ft. Benning, Ga., are expected to increase the use of 
bicycles this fall, with the announcement that nearly 100 bicycles are already on 
order. Sixty have been requested by the Infantry School Service command, which 
fnds that they are useful for messenger work, that their use helps alleviate the 
traffic situation, that gasoline will be conserved, and that they are much quieter than 
tucks and motorcycles. 





Navy Chapels—Attempt of Senator Lucas, of IIL, to add an item on the Navy 
public works authorization bill, H. R. 5312, authorizing a chapel at Great Lakes Naval 
raining Station, has precipitated action which may result in construction of many 
weded Navy chapels throughout the country. The bill passed Congress last week 
yithout the chapel item, but including $1.500,000 for the controversial railroad from 
Dahlgren Naval Proving Ground to Fredericksburg, Va. Senator Walsh, of Mass., 
‘hairman of the Naval Affairs Committee, said, “I have taken the matter up with the 
Navy Department, and the department informs me that it has no special objection 
» this amendment, but that it is making a survey of the need for chapels at the 
wrious naval establishments, and would prefer that no action be taken upon this 
amendment until it submits a complete list of chapels to be built at various naval 
establishments. I have given this information to Senator Lucas, and he is entirely 
wreeable not to press his amendment at this time. . . . I ask that there be printed 
in the Congressional Record a list of chapel projects which the Navy Department has 
prepared and transmitted to me, and for which the department will present a bill at 
‘later date.

Army Air Forees—With the Secretary of War's statement that all available air- 
rraft of the Army Air Forces and several units of Naval and Marine air forces will 
beused extensively in the forthcoming large-scale Army maneuvers, air units through- 
out the country are busily engaged in polishing up initial 
plans and tactics. One phase of the air activity that has 
thus far escaped practically unnoticed is the employment of 
light aircraft—the same kind that may be seen at any air- 
port—in the maneuvers. These craft were used to a large de- 
gree in the recent Tennessee and Texas maneuvers and have 
won such wide acclaim that it has been indicated that they 
might be adopted by the Air Forces for liaison and observa- 
tion. 

These craft, used in the Tennessee and Texas maneuvers, 
were donated by the private companies and included Piper 
Cubs, Aeroncas, Taylorcraft, etc. Air Corps and Infantry officers have highly recom- 
mended the work performed by these light planes during those maneuvers. The planes 
held up remarkably well and performed observation and liaison work heretofore as- 
Signed to more powerful, faster, regular-type planes, even better than the “regulars,” 
hecording to reports of officers Who had occasion to use them. While they are admittedly 
slower than the regular type craft, they are capable of flying closer to the ground, 
land, take off in smaller spaces and are virtually invulnerable to anti-aircraft fire 
and attack by faster pursuit planes. Veteran Air Corps officers say that a regular 
Pursuit craft trying to attack one of these planes flying close to the ground, would 
sreatly endanger itself to crashing long before it could come into effective firing range. 

While no official word has come from the Air Forces in regard to the adoption of 
these craft for liaison and observation purposes, it was stated unofficially that they 
are being given serious consideration. Should they prove as highly capable in the 
Louisiana maneuvers as they did in the preceding exercises, one official stated this 
Week that their adoption by the Army would virtually be assured.

Naval Reserve Aviation Base, Floyd 
Bennett Field, Brooklyn, N. Y., Friday 15-Aug., relieving Comdr, Donald F. Smith, 
USN, who is being detached for sea duty. Commander Smith has been commanding 
officer of the Naval Air Station since its establishment last 2 June, and previously, 
since 8 June 1939, had been commanding officer of the U. 8S. Naval Reserve Aviation 
Base.

Army Air Corps, with headquarters at Mitchel Field, L. I. General McDonnell 
attended the transfer ceremonies, accompanied by his aide, Ist Lt. Craven C. Rogers. 


Chemical Warfare Service—Five officers from the Office of the Chief of Chemical 
Warfare Service are now attending maneuvers in Louisiana and Washington. Lt. Col. 
John C. MacArthur and Maj. R. T. Beurket are with the 4th Army in Washington, 
while Capt. John M. Palmer is with the 2nd Army. Lt. Col. Geoffrey Marshall and 
Ist Lt. John N. Dick, recently appointed head of the civilian defense division of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, are with the 8rd Army. Col. George J. F. Fisher and 1st 
Lt. Carl V. Burke have gone from Edgewood Arsenal, Md., to serve with the 3rd 
Army during the maneuvers now in progress. 

Maj. Gen. William N. Porter, chief of the chemical warfare service, reports that 
work has started on the Huntsville Arsenal and is progressing satisfactorily. While 
aut Huntsville, General Porter conferred with Col. F. 8. Strong, zone quartermaster, 
Col. Rollo C, Ditto, commanding officer of the arsenal, and Col, P. X. English, chief of 
the industrial service. They discussed the layout of the arsenal which is slated to 
begin operation by 1 July 1942, 

Maj. Albert C. Bilicke, CWS, has reported to the Office of the Chief of Chemica) 
Warfare Service, and has been assigned to the construction division of the industria) 
service. 


Alaskan Defense Command—The Experimental Board, Alaska Defense Command, 
is subjecting a new type sleeping bag, new ski trousers, mittens, skis, shoes, and 
glasses, to practical tests with the Hall-Washburn Expedition which is climbing Mt. 
Ilayes this summer. The bag, so constructed that it may be used in winter and sum. 
mer, is filled with six pounds of down. With an inside liner made of alpaca, found to 
be warm in a temperature of 24° below zero, the bag weighs exactly ten pounds and 
may be rolled to fit into a Norse Pac, approximately 12 inches by 15 inches. 


Quartermaster Corps—Already, approximately 400,000 troops have been transported 
by train to the Louisiana maneuver area, These troops have arrived as a result of the 
planning of Capt. BE. C. . Lasher, chief of the commercial traffic branch in the trans 
portation division of the Quartermaster General’s Office. Aided by his two civilian 
assistants, 8S. N. Farley and H. J. McGuinnes, Captain Lasher is directing the largest 
troop movement by rail ever attempted in the United States in peace time. With few 
exceptions, the bulk of troops headed for maneuvers will move on special schedules 
to avoid interference with regular train schedules, 

The average troop train carries between 250 and 500 soldiers—about 50 men to a 
couch, Troop trains vary in length from 5 to 10 coaches, with an occasional train 
made up of 15 coaches, exclusive of the necessary baggage and kitchen cars. 

When the war games are actually underway, the movement of troops will be kept 
secret, 

Lt. Col. Lawrence L. Simpson, Constructing Quartermaster at Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
has been transferred to Schenectady, N. Y., where he will direct the construction of 
a new $5,000,000 Quartermaster Depot. Colonel Simpson was in charge of the $44,- 
000,000 construction project at Ft. Bragg, which is now 99% complete. 


Coast Artillery Corps——Lt. Col. Robert D. Turley, jr., executive officer of the Barrage 
Balloon Training Center, Camp Davis, N. C., returned this week from an official tour 
of the British Isles, where he observed the use of barrage balloons as instruments of 
defense against aerial bombardment. Colonel Turley was sent to England by the War 
Department to observe barrage balloon tactics under actual wartime conditions. 

Colonel Turley, the first military observer authorized to visit England for the 
purpose of studying barrage balloon tactics since the Army officially adopted the new 
aerial defense weapon last spring, left the United States on 22 June. 


Fleet Recreation—The Fleet Recreation and Morale Office, Hawaii, this month 
promulgated a new publication, the Fleet Recreation Bulletin, designed to acquaint 
men in the Fleet with the recreational facilities available in Hawaii. The bulletin 


lists and explains the sports and social programs that are being devised for the 
recreation of members of the Fleet.

Army Chaplains—Initiatory ceremonies were held Sunday, 17 Aug. for the new 
chapel at Carlisle Barracks, Pa, Organizations serving at this Army medical center 
were represented at the rites by detachments bearing their colors and guidons. Lt. Col. 
Jacob H. Osterman, constructing quartermaster at Carlisle Barracks, presented the 
chapel to Brig. Gen, Addison D. Davis, Medical Department, United States Army, 
commanding general. 

Principal speaker was Chaplain George F. Rixey, representative of the Oflice of 
the Chief of Chaplains, who was presented by Post Chaplain John O, Woods, The 
Catholic Church was represented by the Rey, Lawrence F. Schott, Catholic Diocesan 
Military Deputy, and the Jewish faith by Rabbi Philip David Bookstaber, Chaplain 
ORC, and National Chaplain of the Jewish War Veterans. 

Mentioning that a publication recently received in the Office of the Chief of 
Chaplains carried the statement, “There will be no Sunday School or Church on the 
post because of the absence of the chaplain,” the Chief of Chaplains expressed the 
hope, in a bulletin to Army chaplains, that chaplains going on leave or called away 
will make arrangements to have services carried on in their absence. 

Chaplain Joseph O. Ensrud, head of the public relations division of the Office 
of the Chief of Chaplains, is representing that office as an observer of chaplains’ 
netivities in the Fourth Army maneuvers during the period 15-30 August. 

Strength of the Corps of Chaplains reached 1,449 on 12 Aug., the War Department 
reported this week. Of this total, 136 are Regular Army officers, 512 are in the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States and 1,001 are Reserve officers. In the Regular 
Army are 101 Protestant and 35 Catholic chaplains. The National Guard contains 
212 Protestant and 100 Catholic chaplains. The Officers’ Reserve Corps numbers 755 
Protestants, 227 Catholics and 19 Jews. 

Ch. (Lt. Col.) Frank M. Thompson, an Army chaplain for nearly a quarter of a 
century, recently assumed duty as post chaplain of Ft. Benning, Ga, He succeeded Ch. 
Willlam ©. Shure, who remains as assistant to Chaplain Thompson. Chaplain Thomp- 
son had been chaplain of the 4th Motorized Division since March. As post chaplain 
he will supervise the work of seven other chaplains at Ft. Benning, on duty with the 
24th Infantry, the reception center, the station hospital, the Infantry School and 
Lawson Field. Three additional chaplains are expected to report shortly, bringing 
the total of chaplains at the post to ten. 

Private James R. Shaw, on duty at Hamilton Field was ordained in the Stock 
ton Christian Church, 17 Aug.—a pastorate held at previous times by both his father 
and his grandfather. “I don’t know of course whether I ever will be called to preach 
ut the Stockton Church. Right now I hope to become an Army Chaplain,” Shaw said 
just before the ordaining ceremony began, He comes from a family of ministers as 
was further indicated when his uncle, Reverend Herbert P. Shaw, executive secretary 
of the Temple of Religion in San Francisco, officiated at the rites. Private Shaw 
attended Pomona College and was graduated in 1940, After the services at Stockton, 
Private Shaw, though an ordained minisier, returned to his regular duites at the post 
chapel at Hamilton Field. 


Navy Receiving Ships—The USS Seattle, receiving ship at the New York Navy 
Yard in Brooklyn, together with the auxiliary receiving ship, the USS Camden, 
will be moved soon to Pier 92, the former Italian Line pier in the Hudson River, 
states Rear Adm. Kdward J. Marquart, USN, Commandant of the Navy Yard. 
Capt. W. H. Pashley, USN, is commanding officer of the receiving ship. 

The Seattle and Camden will be towed to their new berths as soon as pier facili- 
ties can be made available, probably next week. The move is being made to provide 
space for the expanding defense requirements of the yard. 

Before the Seattle and Camden can be moved to the pier, it will be necessary 
to convert the electrical supply to the pier from alternating to direct current, which 
is used on the receiving ship, and to install necessary steam connections and other 
fittings on the pier. There will be ample room on the pier for expansion of the facili- 
ties of the receiving ship. At present, the Seattle has various facilities on shore, 
including its refrigerators, ship’s huundry, and tennis courts, At Pier 92, it is planned 
to install all of the ship’s oflices in the former oflices of the Italian Line; to place 
extra bunks on the pier to accommodate any overflow of personnel from the ships, 
and to install food warming ovens, refrigerating and laundry equipment, and various 
recreational facilities, such as bowling alleys on the pier. 


Medical Department—The Service Extension Law, signed by the President this 
week, will prove a temporary boon to the Medical Department. Faced with the pressing 
problem of replacing some 4,500 Reserve Officers whose term of duty was to terminate 
with twelve months service, the Medical Department now needs only to make normal 
replacements, made necessary by retirement, disability, death, and discharge. If, 
however, the Army were to be substantially expanded—and the new law lifts the 
limit on the size of the Army—the Medical Department would again be forced to 
meet the acute problem of securing a suflicient number of doctors. Tentative plans 
already have been discussed whereby the strength of the officers in the Medicak Corps 
could be increased if the necessity arose. It is pointed out that the age limit of 37 
might be lifted in the Reserve Corps, with the further possibility that officers might be 
commissioned in a higher grade than first lieutenant. However, all this is purely 
speculative ; for the present, the Army has suflicient doctors to meet its essenital needs. 

Carlisle Barracks, Pa., seat of the Medical Field Service School, has again been 
designated as an exempted station. Placed under the command of the corps area com- 
mander approximately one year ago, Carlisle Barracks was actually under the com- 
mand of three officers, namely the commander of the Ist Army, the corps area com- 
mander, and the Surgeon General. Because this station exists solely for the benefit 
of the Medical Field Service School, the War Department has deemed it advisable 
to place all activities at Carlisle under the direct supervision of the Surgeon General. 

Col. Sidney L. Chappell has been made commanding officer of the new Army 
hospital at Danville, Ky. Colonel Chappeli, a specialist in psychiatry, was formerly 
commanding oflicer of the Barnes General Hospital, Vancouver, Wash. The hospital 
at Danville, donated to the Army by the State of Kentucky, will be dedicated solely 
to the treatment of the Army’s psychopathic cases. 

The Medical Department is placing particular stress during present maneuvers 
upon the lowering of the “time distance interval of evacuation,” the time it requires 
to transport an injured soldier from the battle area to the nearest field hospital. With 
the mechanization of the Army, this problem takes on added significance, since the 
battle area is spread over a greater distance than ever before.

Army Glider Program—aAs the Materiel Division of the Army Air Corps conduct 
routine engineering tests on the first glider to be delivered to the Air Corps—the 
TG-2—growing indications point to an early announcement by the Air Corps that 
glider training is to be pursued and special troop-carrying glider units are to be 
organized. Over the past six months the Air Corps has shown increasing interest 
in troop-carrying gliders as a means of transporting Infantrymen, and now jt 
appears quite definite that a glider force will be created in the very near future. 

While officials state that the entire Army glider program is as yet on an expeyj. 
mental basis, it is known that additional officers are being assigned to glider trajp. 
ing—evidently to be used as instructors and supervisors when the Air Corps procures 
a sufficient number of gliders to take up the training of personnel in earnest. Maj, 
Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Chief of the Army Air Forces, at the close of the nationa) 
soaring meet at Elmira, N. Y., said that he hopes the Army will “have a glider forge 
second to none” and promised “we shall have such a force, and we will have it whep 
we need it.” Another fact that points to the early adoption of gliders by the Ary 
is the fact that in the organization of the Air Support Commands provisions are made 
for “gliders and transports for parachute and air landing forces.” 

Twelve Army Air Corps officers already have completed glider training. Sj, 
others are under training, and six will take up training late this month at Elmira, 
N. Y. If the usual trend of Army plans is followed, it may be assumed that these 
officers have been assigned to glider training in order that when the Air Corps is rea¢- 
te set up its glider program, that sufficient Army personnel will be available to carry 
out the training program. 

The Air Corps has ordered an undisclosed number of training and transport 
gliders. The training gliders are two-place craft designated as TG-2—training glider 
number two. The transport gliders are eight and 15-place ships, designed for carry. 
ing of Infantrymen and equipment. They are of the true glider type, while the 
training gliders are actually soaring craft. 

The glider already delivered to the Materiel Division at Wright Field, the 16.2, 
is an all-metal two-place sailplane. It has a wingspan of 52 feet, wing area of 214 
square feet and useful load of about 400 pounds. Its empty weight is approximately 
480 pounds. Other craft, designated as the TG-1 is scheduled for delivery to the Ma. 
teriel Division in the near future. 

As to training of glider personnel, at the present time the Air Corps has assigned 
only officer-pilots to glider training. The training has been conducted at the Lewis 
School of Aeronautics, Lockport, Il., and the Elmira Gliding Soaring Corporation, 
Elmira, N. Y. The first group of officers assigned to glider training were divided 
between the two schoois, while the latter groups—those now enrolled and those 
to be enrolled this month—will be trained at the Elmira school. 

The course of study has been only for three weeks, inasmuch as the officers 
taking the course are commissioned pilots. However, Air Corps officers assume that 
when the glider program is formally put on an expanded basis that non-rated per- 
sonnel will be assigned to this training, which will possibly call for an extension 
in the time of the course. The training of glider pilots consists chiefly of several 
hours’ practice in the operation of a glider behind a tow-car, a winch-tow, an airplane 
tow, and finally actual practice flights.

Juniors Reporting on Seniors 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It apparently never has oceurred to the 
War Department to let the Juniors rate 
their Seniors. Such action, if established 
as routine procedure, would undoubtedly 
be disastrous, and incompatible with the 
best interests of the Army ; however, as a 
temporary measure for selection during 
the emergency, it should prove highly de- 
sirable. By this means the War Depart- 
ment could get accurate information on 
an officer’s leadership ability. No one 
knows more about an officer’s capacity for 
organizing; getting quick conclusive re- 
sults through concise, logical decision and 
clarity of expression; commanding re- 
spect, and obtaining loyal and cheerful co- 
operation of the team, than those serving 
under the leader. 

Efficiency reports are often colored by 
various circumstances and conditions— 
the true picture of an officer is often dis- 
colored. Calling for a report from Offi- 
cers, First Sergeants and Sergeant Majors 
on all seniors they have served under, 
except the ones with whom they are now 
serving, would certainly give an unbiased, 
true picture of our officer personnel. The 
first sergeants and sergeant majors in- 
cluded because they have more first hand 
information than anyone else. 

The report could merely consist of list- 
ing all Seniors numerically, the best at 
the top and the poorest at the bottom, 
thus assuring a definite classification and 
rating. No remarks would be called for, 
but a general guide for rating would be 
prescribed. The average of all ratings 
submitted would give a very accurate esti- 
mate of each officer’s value to the service 
and serve as a definite basis for promo- 
tion.

An investigation shows that the Raleigh Bu- 
reau is entirely at fault for the “racial trou- 
ble” story, and that the entire misunderstand- 
ing is directly attributable to the account of 
the shooting which moved from this bureau 
the night of 6 August for morning papers.

OBITUARIES 


Maj. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, USA, died 
friday, 22 Aug., in a hospital at Boston, 
Mass. 

General Chaffee’s death followed a gal- 
lant fight against the illness which began 
more than a year ago. Last Fall, General 
Chaffee spent months in the hospital, 
jeaving, against physicians orders, to re- 
turn to his post as commanding general 
of the Armored Force at Ft. Knox. De- 
spite his determined spirit, however, he 
was again stricken and returned to the 
hospital. 

The son of the late Lt. Gen. and Mrs. 
Adna Chaffee, General Chaffee served in 
the Cavalry. He was a pioneer in mech- 
anization, and it was largely the result 
of studies and recommendations made by 
him while a major on the general staff, 
that the Mechanized Force, and later the 
Mechanized Cavalry were organized. 

As first commanding general of the 
Armored Force, his verve and driving 
energy contributed enormously to the 
successful undertaking of an exceedingly 
dificult military task involving the weld- 
ing of various arms into a homogenous 
unit. 

In recognition of his great contribution 
to the defense effort, President Roosevelt 
early this month appointed him a perma- 
nent major general and the War Depart- 
ment awarded him an Oak Leaf Cluster 
for his Distinguished Service Medal. 

In addition to his high professional at- 
tainments, General Chaffee brought to the 
Service a sincerity and charm of person- 
ality that won him the devotion and ad- 
miration of all who served with him.

Col. George W. Goode, USA-Ret., died

Train Latin American Fliers 


As part of a program in which several 
other Governmental agencies also are tak- 
ing active part, the Army Air Corps will 
undertake the flight training of 100 Latin 
American pilots for domestic air lines and 
other aerial operations in their respective 
countries, replacing European personnel 
under the nationalization programs that 
have been initiated in a number of the 
South American Republics, the War De- 
partment announced this week.

The War Situation 

The increasing momentum of the Nazi 
war machine in the Ukraine is evidenced 
by the occupation of the shipbuilding and 
industrial center of Nikolaev and the en- 
circlement of the Port of Odessa, The 
Nazis claim to have seized one 35,000-ton 
battleship, seven other warships and large 
quantities of war materials, also, to have 
sunk a number of Russian transport ves 
sels. Such losses of ships and bases are 
bound to reduce the effectiveness of the 
Russian Black Sea Fleet. 

The Nazi forces appear to hold the 
west bank of the Dnieper River. This 
river is more than a mile wide for one 
hundred miles from its mouth and pre 
sents a serious barrier for large bodies of 
mechanized and motorized units. Its steep 
banks and swift current are obstacles of 
the first order for land troops. Both Rus- 
sians and Nazis, according to reports, 
have resorted to air-borne transportation 
for landing tanks and parachute troops 
behind the enemy’s lines. The Russians 
are said to be using an amphibian tank 
along the battle front which is cut by 
many bodies of water—rivers, lakes and 
marshes, 

If the Nazis succeed in crossing the 
Dnieper River and in establishing their 
advance bases to the eastward of that 
river, they will have won a strategic posi 
tion of major importance in carrying on 
their offensive against the heart of the 
Russian industrial region. Their experi 
ence in capturing Crete will prove in 
valuable to them in forcing the Russians 
to retreat from behind the Dnieper, 

This campaign through the Ukraine 
again emphasizes that modern warfare is 
a combination of land, sea and air forces. 

The Roosevelt - Churchill conference 
may well mark the beginning of a suc- 
cessful concentration of fire power on 
land over thousands of miles of sea and 
air lines of communications. In order to 
reach the scene of the conference Prime 
Minister Churchill had to cross hundreds 
of miles of the combat zone of the Bat- 
tle of the Atlantic, where Nazi subma 
rines and aircraft are taking a heavy toll 
of supplies vital to the British existence 
as a world power. 

As his headquarters for this historic 
oceasion, Prime Minister Churchill chose 
the new battleship Prince of Wales which 
recently took part in the destruction of 
Nazi battleship Bismarck. According to 
some reports, Mr. Churchill’s return was 
in the nature of a triumphal march. He 
made a stop at Iceland to review the 
forces there and made a short detour to 
review a large British convoy at sea, Pos- 
sibly these demonstrations were a chal 
lenge to Hitler and also to show the war 
ridden world that the Atlantic routes to 
the Western Hlemisphere are compara- 
tively safe for British shipping. 

There can be no doubt that the safety 
of the Prince of Wales, Churchill's IHead- 
quarters, was insured by sea and air pa- 
trols of every description of Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States. This exer 
cise of sea power, that is, the temporary 
transfer of the Head of the British Gov 
ernment from London to a headquarters 
on the battleship Prince of Wales in the 
Western Atlantic, represents centuries of 
experience in the use of mobile machines 
(ships) at sea and over a quarter of a 
century of experience in the use of air- 
craft over the seas. It may well contain 
lessons worthy of adaptation in the use 








of the large number of machines now bat- 
tling for supremacy in Russia, The enor- 
mous fire power of a battleship is finding 
its counterpart on land in the heavy tank 
and in the air in the heavily armed and 
armored airplane. Other types of ships 
for the support of the fire power of the 
battleship are many; the same is true of 
the weapons of land and air.

Director Knudsen of the OPM fore- 
casted this week that within six months, 
the United States will be producing 
enough equipment for the Army. Senator 
Byrd, of Virginia, complains the govern- 
ment has miserably failed in production 
since the start of our all-out effort. 


It was long ago clear to the high com- 
mand of the Army that to provide the 
weapons and machines for a force able 
to take the field, at least two, and prob- 
ably three, years would be required, But 
in addition to our own needs, we have be- 
come, to use the President’s term, the 
Arsenal of Democracy, and priority has 
been given to the requirements of Eng- 
land and China, and now of Russia. Mr. 
Knudsen truly says that if “we all get 
the spirit and go after this job, it will be 
done.” The spirit still is lacking. Senator 
Byrd declares that after two years of 
war in EBurope, our production of tanks 
and anti-aircraft guns is practically neg- 
ligible, that our output of merchant ships 
is woefully short of need, and that there 
is a dangerous lagging of our entire plane 
manufacture, In seven months he esti- 
mates that 5,000,000 man days of labor 
on Army and Navy contracts have been 
lost on account of strikes, and he also 
criticizes the failure to designate a head 
with power and authority, of the defense 
program, 

One effect of the conversion of many 
plants to defense construction, and the 
restrictions placed on the consumption of 
civilian goods, is to produce what is 
termed priorities unemployment. The 
American Federation of Labor estimates 
that between one and two million workers 
may lose their jobs as a result of the 
shift of industry to a war basis. As a 
solution of this problem, the OPM is 
moving to secure a wider spread of de- 
fense orders among small plants. To ef- 
fect this result, meetings are occurring 
between representatives of prime contrac- 
tors and small shop owners, the former 
setting forth what they need to have 
produced outside their own plants, and 
the latter describing the kind of equip- 
ment they have and displaying samples 
of their products. The automobile, elec- 
trical machinery and aircraft companies 
have taken the lead in farming out sub- 
ecntracts. The Western Electric has an- 
nounced that it has sublet contracts for 
$16 millions of its $37 millions orders, 
and the Automobile companies have in- 
creased their use of small plants to 45% 
of their $2 billion contracts. Recently it 
was announced that 56 corporations had 
received 75 per cent of the total volume 
of Army and Navy orders in the year end- 
ing May 31. The Services adopted this 
policy in order to expedite production. 
Now Mr. Knudsen has directed that they 
break up contracts in smaller units, and 
show greater willingness to grant a prime 
contract to a pool of manufacturers with 
an elected head. 

In order to increase our aluminum out- 
put to 1.5 billion pounds annually, ap- 
proximately $100 millions will be invested 
by the RFC in the contruction of new 
plants to be built by the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America and the Reynolds Metals 
Company. The ownership of the plants 
will be vested in the Government, and they 
will be leased to, and operated by the 
companies. It is estimated that by the 
end of the year the ALCOA will be able 
to produce 760 million pounds. The Reyn- 
olds Metals Company will be equipped to 


produce 100 million pounds. ™ | regress 
ure negotiations with oth ufac- 
turers calling for an ine their 


capacity by 260 million pouuds. The 
AICOA, as a concession to the Govern- 
ment, has agreed to cut its prices on ingot 
and fabricated aluminum by two cents a 
pound, It will be recalled there was sharp 
criticism by.Senate and House Commit- 
tees of the lag in aluminum production, 
and especially by the ALCOA, The Seec- 
retary of Commerce states the contracts 
with the giant organization have been 
cleared by the Department of Justice, and 
will have no effect upon the anti-trust 
proceedings pending against it, 

Other expansions arranged for are by 
the Steel Industry, which is planning to 





increase its ingot capacity by 12 million 
tons with several firms still to report. 
Secretary Ickes has announced that the 
oil industry will double its output of 100- 
octane aviation gasoline. He continues 
concerned about the shortage of gas and 
oil particularly in the East. A group of 
magnesium plants is to be built in Nevada, 
which will have an annual capacity of 
112 million pounds. 

Among the strikes in progress which 
have given special concern to the Admin- 
istration is that at the Kearny plant of 
the Federal Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company, which has tied up work for 
two weeks on $439 millions of naval de- 
fense orders, including warships. The 
CIO is insisting that the Company abide 
by a recent recommendation of the Na- 
tional Mediation Board for inclusion of 
an union membership clause in the work- 
ing contract. The Company refused com- 
pliance on the ground that it would mean 
a closed shop, and offered to turn the 
plant over to the Government. The Ad- 
ministration is unwilling to accept the 
offer, and negotiations were underway 
this week to bring about a settlement with 
the Company continuing in operation. 

Of some $50 billions of appropriations 
made by Congress, contracts for only 
$28.5 billions have been awarded. It is 
predicted by the OPM that peak produc- 
tion will be hit by next July, and that 
during the current year $20 billions of 
defense materials will be produced as 
against $9 billions during the last fiscal 
year. 





Merchant Marine 


As a result of an agreement reached 
this week between major American flag 
steamship companies and unions of li- 
censed officers, there is now provided a 
uniform system of war risk bonus pay- 
ments to be made on voyages to danger 
ports which United States ships are per- 
mitted to enter. 

On the basis of these bonus payments, 
Suez and all Russian ports, whether they 
be Vladivostok on the Pacific or Arch- 
angel in the White Sea, have been desig- 
nated the most dangerous ports of call, 
and flat bonuses of $75 for each of these 
ports were provided for in the agreement. 


Ship Construction 

The Maritime Commission announced 
recently expansion of facilities for pro- 
duction of steam turbines and gears for 
merchant ships, calling for the invest- 
ment of $50,000,000, Four plants are in- 
cluded in the expansion program, and will 
be financed under lease agreements by 
the Defense Vlant Corporation. These 
plants, in addition to one other already 
being enlarged by Navy Department 
authority, are expected to produce for 
Maritime Commission cargo ships and 
tankers nearly 250 propelling power units 
annually. 

Six Great Lakes cargo vessels have 
been acquired by the Maritime Commis- 
sion for transfer to the Navy and Army. 
Five of the ships, averaging 2,000 gross 
tons each, will be turned over by the 
Navy to the Coast Guard for service with 
the Weather Patrol. The Army will re- 
ceive the 2,616 gross-ton freighter Ace. 

Shipping and the War 

In order that the best interests of Na- 
tional Defense might be served, the Mari- 
time Commission established recently an 
Advisory Committee for the handling of 
cargo priorities in the intercoastal ser- 
vices. This committee will be charged 
with the task of regulating the movement 
of commodities required in the Defense 
effort. 

In a letter sent to captains of the 39 
Danish ships acquired under the Ship 
Requisition Act, the Maritime Commis- 
sion appealed to the Danish officers and 
seamen “to serve the cause of democracy” 
by continuing to man their vessels. In- 
cluded in this letter was a statement of 
Maritime Commission policy with regard 
to wages, bonuses, overtime, insurance, 
ete. The letter, signed by Chairman 


. Emory 8. Land, pointed out that the Dan- 


ish vessels will have all former marks of 
identification removed, and will be re- 
named,

Va., introduced a bill this week authoriz- 
ing local inspectors of the Bureau of Ma- 
rine Inspection and Navigation to issue 
certificates of service to qualified appli- 
canta for ratings in the engine department 
above the rating of coal passer or wiper 
and below the rating of licensed officer, 
except the ratings of water tender, oiler, 
and fireman, without proof of prior ser- 
vice at sea. This is to apply only during 
the national emergency declared by the 
President on 27 May and will not be’ ef- 
fective after 30 June 1943. 





Survey Camp Construction 


Another Congressional committee, that 
headed by Representative R. Ewing 
Thomason, of Tex., reported this week 
on the manner in which camp construc- 
tion was carried out by the Army last fall 
and winter. 

The Thomason committee dealt more 
sympathetically with the Army construc- 
tors than the Truman committee whose 
report was published in last week’s 
ARMY AND Navy JourNnaL. “The cost has 
been staggering,” the committee said. “In 
every other phase the record set was 
superlative. . . . Policies and procedures 
have now been developed under which 
full advantage of these reduced rates will 
be taken in the future.” 

Less kindly was still a third Congres- 
sional report, but this time, not the Army 

if one officer be excepted—but the Pro- 
curement Division, the WPA and Con- 
gressional influence was blamed. This 
was the report of a committee headed by 
Representative Dow W. Harter, of O., in- 
vestigating delay in construction of Eglin 
Vield, Fla. 

Delay here was caused, the report said, 

(1) “by incomplete and inadequate specifi- 
cations in the invitations to bid, and that the 
responsibility therefor lies with the Florida 
state offices of both the W.P.A. and the Pro- 
eurement Division, and with the Procurement 
Division in Washington for failure properly 
to control its employees’ actions.” 

(2) Delay of the Procurement Division in 
Washington in investigating whether Allied 
Material, Inec., or Pan American Petroleum 
Corp. was the low bidder on furnishing 
aspha't for the field “was unreasonable,” 
the committee said. 

(3) “A portion of the delay was caused by 
the necessity for settlement of the land-grant 
freight-rate question.” 

Said the report, “The special committee de- 
plores most strongly the fact that any mem- 
bers of Congress would exert sufficient in- 
fluence, and that an established government 
agency would be so susceptible to such influ- 
ence, as to cause unwarranted delay in the 
completion of a project so essential in the de- 
velopment of the national defense. The record 
reveals,” continued the report, “that the afore- 
mentioned conference in Senator Pepper's of- 
fice was a ‘heated one,’ with references made 
by Senator Pepper (of Fla.) to the promo- 
tions of Mr. Schroder and Mr. McDougal 
(W.P.A, officials) and the necessity for Sen- 
ate confirmation of Mr. Schroder’s promo- 
tion,” 

Excerpts from the Thomason commit- 
tee report on camp construction follows: 

“From a military point of view, there can 
be no question but that the Construction Di- 
vision has done a magnificent and unparal- 
leled job of preparing housing accommoda- 
tions for an army that was created almost 
literally overnight. This army which existed 
only on paper in September 1940 required acs 
commodations for 500,000 men by 1 March 
1941. Accommodations for 715,000 men were 
ready on that date. Accommodations for 1,- 
274,000 men were required by 30 June; on 
30 June, 1,230,000 men were housed, The aver- 
age time from date of directive to date of 
contract award was 33 days; the average 
time from date of contract award to date of

“As will be hereinafter mentioned, many 
instances have been developed in which, by 
cooperative action, it has been possible to save 
millions of dollars; in this connection it is 
well to mention the excellent cooperation ex- 
tended by the Department. 

“Among the matters in which joint action 
permitted the saving of money may be men- 
tioned the use of land-grant freight rates , , . 
Figures developed by the committee indi. 
cated a loss of approximately $7,500,000 be- 
cause of this fact. Policies and procedures 
have now been developed under which full 
advantage of these reduced rates will be taken 
in the future, 

“It was found by the committee that no 
regulations precluded the employment of rela 
tives, and some glaring examples were found 
where brothers, sisters, wives, and sons of 
officials were being carried at excessive salary 
rates. While it may be that many of these 
cases were legitimate, and the relatives con- 
cerned were earning their salaries, it never- 
theless appears to the committee to be poor 
policy to permit such unrestricted employ 
ment without the most careful control. Steps 
have now been taken to insure that that con- 
trol is exercised, 

“Indiscriminate and exorbitant pay raises 
were found to have been granted by many 
contractors having cost-plus-a-fixed-fee con 
tracts with the Government; in some in- 
stances it was found that the salaries of al- 
most half the key and supervisory personnel 
had been more than doubled. Steps have now 
been taken to supervise this more carefully; 
the constructing quartermaster is required to 
specifically approve each and every increase 

“In one extreme instance it was found that 
a member of the firm having the construction 
contract had been acting as a broker in con- 
nection with the sale of supplies to the firm 
... This case was called to the attention of 
the Department and steps are now being taken 
to recover these profits, .. .” 

The committee then went into some detail 
on the necessity of using brokers to acquire 


land, then referred to complete reorganiza- 
tion of the Real Estate Branch, OQMG, in 
Feb., 1941. 

The report continued: “The average cost 


per man of camps and cantonments built un 
der cost-plus-a-fixed-fee contracts was $654.4; 
the average cost under lump-sum contracts 
was $413.40. The highest individual camp on 
this basis was Camp Polk, which cost #, 
263.11 per man; the lowest was Fort Benning, 
which cost $353.42 per man.
